W 4sHINGTON, March 11.—-Mr. Morrison had 
been sick three days, and walked into the 
house this morning with his tariff pill, a 
hopeless looking man.

‘) Morrison’s "nanner a sense of distrust 
which must be pathetic to his friends, His 
presidential expectations must have been 
buried longego. Indeed all one can hear 
now in ‘Washington ts that such and such a 
man will have a good vote, provided Tilden 
isnot acandidate. Abram Hewitt is back 
from New York whining against the boom, 
but Abram is a dead factorin the party. 

The tariff bill will probably not eome up 
again fortwo weeks. ‘There is no chance to 
stop the discussion of the question. 

Dick Towshend made a ridiculous speech in 
the house, and when his time was up the 
republicans cheered and Mr. Reed, of Maine, 
for an indefinite extension of his 


time, Hicbard isatypeof a large class of 
democratic leaders in this eongregs. 

Mr. Eaton said tome to-night: “Ofcourse 
Morrison's bill cannot pass. It ought not to 
pass. Itisa stupid method of grappling-a 
great question, and a horizontal reduction 
simply means a shading down the republi- 
can tariff.’’ This is the sentiment of many of 
the democrats in the house and I am con- 
vinced there will be no tariff legislation this 
session. The Morrison bill will be beaten in 
the house.

THE TARIFF BILL. 


The Text of the Majority and Minority Reports— 
WhatMr Morrison Says, 
WASHINGTON, Mareh 11.—The majority re- 
port fromthe ways and means committee 
upon the tariff bill to-day is as fellows: 
rhe committee on ways and means, to 
which was referred so much of the president’s 
message and accompanying documerts as 
relates to the revenue, respectfulty reports, 
that in said message andaccompanying docu- 
ments the president has deemed it his duty 
to give to congress information as follows: 
“To make a_e start in the proposed 
reduction of* revenue from imports, the 
tariff commission had been created in good 
faith It undertook the work. In its report to 
congress it said early in its deliberations the 
commission became convinced that a substan- 
tial reduction of the tariff duties is demanded, 
not by mere indiscriminate popular clamor, 
but by the best conservative opinion of the 
country. Such a reduction of the existing 
tarifl the commission regards not only as a 
due recognition of public sentinvent, and a 
measure in justice to the consumers, but one 
conducive to the general in“ustrial prosperity 
and which, though it may temporarily in- 
convenience, will be ultimateiy benefical to 
the sp®cial interests affected by such reduc- 
tion.’’ Entertaing these views the committee 
have sought to present a scheme of tariff 
duties in which a substantial reduction 
should be the distinguishing feature. The 
average reduction in rates, including that 
from the enlargement of the free list and the 
abolition of the duties on charges and com- 
missions at which the commssston has arrived, 
is not less On an averate than 20 per 
ceit,and it is the opinion of the committee 
that the reduction will reach 25 per 
cent. The chairman of the senate committee 
on finance, in explanation of the bill before 
the senate last year, which, after various 
amendments, became a law, estimated at 
$45 000,000 the reduction of revenue, which 
would follow the changes in the tariff pro- 
osed thereby. These calculations have not 
een verified, so the questions still presses: 
“What legislation is necessary to relieve the 
people of the unnecessary taxes?’ Your 
committee find thatin the first six months 
ending December .31, 1883, under 
the act of March third, 1883, 
new law, dutible merchandise was imported 
into the United States valued at $235,895,109 
on which duties were paid amounting to $96,- 
514,136, being 40 91-100 per centon the value 
thereof, Inthe corresponding six months of 
the year 188”, under the old law, the value of 
the dutible imports amounted to $260,856,273, 
and the duty paid was $111,266,507, 
or 42 5-100 per cent on its value, 
it thus appears that the average cost of 
importing goods valued at 10 wasonly 1 74 100 
per cent less under the new than 
under the old law. This exhibit of the re- 
duction on rates made by the act of March 
$d, 1883, amounting tol.74 per cent of 
the duty, is subject to an unimportant modi- 
fication resulting from the changes in value 
and other conditions,some of which increase 
and others reduce the comparative advalorem 
rates. The nominal reduction made by the 
proposed bill is 20 per cent or one-fifth of the 
present rates, with the Morrell tariff limita- 
tionsin the bill, and the liquor and silk

reduction on the basis cf Jast year’s imports 
will not exceed 5/4 per cent, 
on the whole importation of dutible 


goods togetker. The average reduction made 
in the tariff commission bill, act of March 
3d, 1883, and that to be made by the proposed 
bill, do not equal the reduction at which the 
commission simed. Wood, sawed lumber, 
coal and salt are of such universal use among 
and so necessary to all people, that in view of 
the present abundant treasury receipts, it 1s 
hot deemed advisable longer to obtain a reve- 
nue from # tax on these articles. The decrease 
inrevenue asshown by the receipts under 
the new law, other than that resulting from 
the nominal reduction of 1.74 per eent, 
results from the falling off in the 
Value to neariy $25,000,000, Of the 
imports in thé first half year under the new 

aW, as compared with the first balf of the 
previous year under the old law, the reduc- 
ion of revenue receipts, under the bill re- 
ported, is estimated at $31,000,000. On the 
basis of last year’s imports, to the extent of 
that $31,000,000, the bill will relieve the peo- 
pie Of: unnecessary taxes to that extent. The 
taxes will be reduced directly as a measure of 
justice to the consumers, and indirectly in 
the largely increased proportions. Fiom a 
Statement. made by the bureau of 
stalistics, ai copy of which is 
appended tothe report, it appears that the 
duties on the tariff taxes were decreased on 
some and increased on other articles of im- 
ported goods, ander, the act of March last, 
the new law. While this is true, there has 
been no increase of the rates of wages in any, 
but a reduction of wages on most industries, 
8&8 Wellin those whose competing products 
received more, as in those that obtained less 


protection under act of March last. The 
condition of manufacturing industries 
IS not satisfactory in common j 


with other industries. They only recovered 
late in 1879 from reverses or a partial paraly- 
sis of tive years duration. In less than three 
years after this reedvery such new evidences 
of industrial adversity appeared that one of :

Swan, secretary of the association, he says: 

At the weginning of June nearly all the 
milis referred to—the mills of Pittsburg and 
the west—were closed by a general strike. 
which continued until the last of September, 
when work was resumed upon a scale of 
wages which had previously prevailed. Dur- 
ing the strike of four months the prices of 
rollediron did not advance, notwithstanding 
the stoppage of so mauy mills, a fact which 
clearly demonstrated that the capacity to 
produce this form of iron had again, as in the 


panic years, exceeded the demand. 
At the sane time it must 
be frankly admitted that our rolling 


mill capacity has, for sometime, been -in ad- 
vance of the comsumptive wants of the coun- 
try, and that the check of the overproduction 
of rolled iron, which was a*forded by the 
strike of 1882, was in no sense a calamity to 
the manufacturers. It is believed that the 
condition of the iron and steel industries, 
and of the workers in them has not much 
changed since 1882. Thatthe condition of 
other industries is not unlike, and difters only 
in degree from iron and stee], that calamity 
of Sreqnent recuriog industrial embarrassment 
and enforced idleness is inseparable from the 
enormities of our protective system, and that 
the calamities of a system always fall upon 
the laboring poor. Your committee, there- 
fore, report a bill to reduce the import duty 
end the war tariff taxes, with a recommenda- 
tion that it be passed as a measure of partial 
relief to the people from unnecessary taxes, 
asameasure of justice to consumers, and 
— to the general industrial prosper 

‘uLy. 

Mr. Morrison was asked when he proposed 
to call the tariff bill up for action. He said 
he did not know. The other members of the 
ways and means committee expressed the 
opinion that it would come up next week. 

THE MINORITY BEPORT. 

The minority report was prepared by Mr. 
McKinley, of Ohio. Afteran introduction 
giving the history of tariff legislation since 
1864, in which it savs, not a single interest 
in the ‘United States excepting the 
free trade clubs of New York 
and Brooklyn, has asked for the present tar- 
iff bill, but that on the contrary many inter- 
ests have asked for an increase of the duties, 
notably the wool growers, the minority 
say: While we do not believe it proper at 
this time toenter upon a fresh revision of 
the tariil, there are some inequalities found 
in the present law which it would be only 
just to correct. Among these are wire rdds, 
cotton ties and tin plates, but greatly dis- 
proportionable articies,and should be made 
coneistent and harmonious. In addition to 
the foregoing we are opposed to the bill be- 
cause: 

1, It will disturb business, (the discussion of 
itin the committee has already done this); 
it will unsettle values; retard incipient enter- 
prises, cripple those now established, impair 
confidence among business men, so essential 
to our development and prosperity, and bring 
no counter -vailing benefits. 

2, it will, of necessity, force down the 
price of labor in the United States. It will 
stimulate imports, increase competition from 
abroad, which can only be successfully met 
by reducing the cost of the home preduct. 
The testimony is uniform and not contra- 
dicted that labor will be compelled to submit 
to a large’ share of the reduction. 
Mr. William W. Kihe, the  presi- 
dent of the largest labor organization 
in the country, said, in his statement before 
the committee, that any reduction of duties 
would reduce the price of labor generally. 
We cannot too strongly emphasize our oppo- 
sition to any legislation which even tends to 
reduce our labor to a foreign standard, either 
in price orcondition. The maintenance of a 
fuir and adequate ecale of wages for American 
workingmen is indispensable to their 
comfert, their well being and the education 
of their families is essential tothe good order 
of our society, the stability of our institu- 
tions, and the welfare and progress of our 
country. 

Third, This proposed reduction will iney- 
itably increase foreign importations, and as a 
conseguience will, as all experience teaches, 
increase our revenues, to which increaseevery 
interest of the country is opposed. 

Fourth. It is wholly unnecessary, unjusti- 
liable and in every.aspect and to every!A mer- 
ican interest, only hurtful. The enormous 
increase of the capital wealth of the country 
during the last fifteen years, under a protec- 
tive tariff, now forces capital to seek emplouy- 
ment in the development of all the mineral, 
agricultural and other resources, to 
the advantage and gain of all 
our people, and change modification of the 
system will create such a-doubt of successful 
enterprises as tocheck this useful tendency, 
and thwart the national development, the 
progress of which is without precedent in 
the civilized worid. 

Fifth, 1t has none of the merits of a care- 
fully matured tariff bill. Jtis not the result 
of studious consideration of the interests of 
our people, their investments and employ- 
ments, or of the condition of the public treas- 


ury. It proposes to reduce alike the 
duty upon every article of foreign 
import indiscriminately, and _ without 


any examination ofits effect upon the pariic- 
ularindustries, and wholly ignoring Its neces- 
sary effect in advancing prices abroad, by the 
destruction of competition athome. While 
nominally it isa uniform reduction, in fact it 
is grossly unequal, under the limitations of the 


bill, and it will be found difficult and not 
practicable of execution. It isa leap in the 
dark. 


Sixth, That feature of the bill which applies 
advalorem rate to most of the schedules 
affected by it is especially objectionable, be- 


cause it will greatly increase the 
existingevil of undervaluation and 
consequent frauds upon the revenue, as 
well as 980 complicate the rule 


of assesment of duties as to greatly embarrass 
tire administration ofthe law. Against the 
statement of the majority as tothe effect of 
the protective duties upon wages, ‘and on the 
laboring poor,’’ the statement ofthe work- 
men themselves before the committee, who 
may be fairly allowed to speak 
for themselves on the question 80 
vital to them. All unite in declaring that 
proiective duties are assented to fair and 
remunerative wages, and that every reduc- 
tion of said duties inevitably result in lower- 
ing the standard of American wages. We 
dissent radically from the statement of the 
majority of the committee that 
the reduction of the duties 
lightens by so much, the burdens of taxa- 
tion. The whole historygef our national 
experience shows 4 con antly decreasing 
price as the effect of the increased home com- 
petition. The reduction of duties, which de- 
stroys.our production, and competitioa as 
inevitably resuitedin putting up the price 
demanded »y our foreign rivals, in the belief 
that the late tariff legisiation would remain 
without material change for a period of years, 
business has adjusted itself to it. The pro- 
ducers bave entered into contracts and gen- 
eraily arranged their bus iness in character 
and volume in cenforniity with it, All 
classes of our people have relied upon its 
reasonable permanence and freedom from 
immediate and radical changes, 
so that fy - eer ioe 
te congress to iet e : 
egal permit the business of the country 
to proceed without legislative disturbance. 
What the country wants most Is relief from 
congressional agitation. All of the industries 
of the country are extremely sensitive, and 
just at this time, when Dus:gess 18 more or less 
depressed in every branch, the threat or fear 
of a change introducss ap element of uncer- 
tainty and disturbance throughout the coun-

THE DARK DAYS. 


WHEN THE SOUTHERN MEMBERS 
SAVED THE UNION. 


The Seque! to the Story Told by Blackburn as to 
Garfield’s Patriotism—The Soutbern Phalanx 
Headed by Ben Hill Stops the Fillibus- 
tering and Avoids Bileodshed. 


Wasuineton, March 11.—A supposed south- 
ern writer, who has been stirred up by the 
publication of Blackburn’s story of Grant’s 
plan to overawe the house of representatives 
with troops in the stormy times of counting 
in Hayes, has contributed to the Sunday 
Herald here what he calls an additional chap- 
ter in the bayonet conspiracy. After reciting 
the Biackburn story, the writer says: ‘For 
two weeks many democratic members of the 
house sleptin Baltimore every night rather 
than take the chances of being awakened by 
an officer with a file of men and an order for 
their arrest. Something had to be done. 

The great mind of Ben Hill, of Georgia, 
comprehended the danger and was equal to 
it. He called asecret meeting of thirty-eight 
of his southern colleagues at a prominent 
hotel here to consult upon what was their 
duty in this hour of great danger to the re- 
public. The signs of the times were omi- 
nous. in Indiana meetings were being held 
to decide what the democrats who had elect- 
‘ed their president sh®uld do. General 
Steadman came here from Toledo, 
Ohio, and openly said his people 
did not mean to be robbed of the fruits of 
the victory, and that there were 500 men to 
his knowledge who were ready with arms to 
maintain theirrights. Hill’s friends met. 
None but southern men heard of the meeting. 
It escaped those argus-eyed watchers of 
events, the special correspondents. The 38 
decided to vote with the republicans to stop 
filibustering. They believed the salvation of 
the country demanded it,and they rose to the 
occasion, Not a whisper of what had been 
done reached other ears than theirs. 

Next morning when the trouble commenced 
in the house these thirty-eight began to vote 


‘No.’ I will never forget the scene. 
The republicans were pleased. Jerry Rusk, 
then a member of congress from Wisconsin, 


afterward the governor of his siate, said: 

‘When Ben Hill voted ‘No,’ I always 
voted ‘‘Yea.’”’ Iam puzzled, I never found 
myself voting with tne rebels before.’ 

Levy, of Louisiana, made a speech which 
opened the eyes of the house. Leading 
republicans, men with national reputations 
for truth and honesty, had assured 
the Louisiana delegation that Louisiana 
should go from under the yoke, and General 
M. C. Butler, of South Carolina,who was here 
watching events for Governor Hampton, tele- 
grapbed the same things to his friends in 
Columbia. Tilden became alarmed. His case 
had already been lost by Mr. Hewitt’s 
famous ‘place at any price’ speech, but Tilden 
did not seem toknow it. Hesent his agenis 
all over the south, and at once from every 
quarter there came letters and telegrams to 
the devoted thirty-eight asking them what 
they meant by thus betraying the party. In 
some of the more rabid newspapers they 
were denounced as traitors, cqmpared to 
whom Judas Iscariot wasasaint and Bene- 
dict Arnold a patriot, but they never swerved 
and in the face of the abuse, the entreaties, 
jeers in many cases, of their opponents, in 
spite of ali this they voted as they believed 
their duty called on them to do until the 
count wasendsd. At that time the country 
did not know, but now the people see with 
clearer eyes, and in the light of past events 
the men who stood in the breach against 
such a storm as but seldom comes are justi- 
fied by their friends and their country.’’

THE OLD TICK ST. 


With Blaine to Lead the'’Oppesition—Payne'’s Anxiety 
for an Organ, 

New York, March 1l.—Among the offers 
to Mrs. Hugh J. Hastings tor her interest in 
the Commercial Advertiser is reported to be 
one from certain democrats, among them 
William C. Whitney and Colonel Oliver H. 
Payne, of Ohio. It has been known that the 
Payne people have wanted an organin New 


York city for some time. ‘The amount 
offered in this instance was $225,000 
for a controlling interest. There was 
manifest objections’ to letting the 


paper go for such a purpose, but the offer had 
the effect of raising Parke Goodwin’s bid 
from $125,000 to $200,000, at which yesterday 
the transfer, so it issaid, was agreed upon. 
Doubt remains about the details of the trans- 
actions. There are three sons of Mr. Hast- 
ings in the office, and they object to a sur- 
render of control. Parke Goodwin said to-day 
that he did not wish to displace them, but 
only wanted at permanent berth 
for his son, Harold, in whese behalf negotia- 
tions have been made. Itis believed, how- 
ever, thatacbangein the paper’s political 
leanings is contemplated, Payne's followers 
already have the Sun as a frequent though 
capricious supporter. Apropos of talk ot the 
old ticket, the Star, the Tammany orgtn, 
comes out to-day saying that Tammany will 
swallow the convention nominees smilingly, 
the old ticket not excepted. | 

A telegram from Little Rock says that the 
popular sentiment among the rank and file of 
democracy tends strongly toward Samuel J. 
Tilden for president in 1884. In fact, ‘‘the 
old ticket,”’ Tilden and Hendricks, appears to 
be generally demanded, and it is claimed the 
delegation to the national coavention will be 
instructed for Tilden. About thirty days 
since Mclonald seemed the favorite and no 
doubt of his ability to carry the state delega- 
tion was expressed, but recently the tide has 
turned toward Tilden. Leading democrats 
favor his renomination. 

ANTAGONIZING ARTHUR, 

Indications grow that the time is near at 
hand when Senator Miller, Collector Rob- 
ertson, Whitelaw Reid, George William Cur- 
tis and otber representative independent re- 
publicans will openly antagonize President 
Arthurin New York, witha view of defeat- 
ing his nomination. They will take the po- 
sition that Arthur can not carry either New 
York or Ohio, and that, regardless of every- 
thing else, this is sufficient reason whv the 
republican party should nominate some one 
else. Senator Miller has been very quiet in his 
movements, but it is now fully understood 
that he is irrevocably committed against the 
president. It was aftera conference with 
Miller, and when he had learned the senator’s 
views, that Governor Foster spoke out about 
Arthur’s weakness in Ohio. That utterance is 
now understood to have been simply a feeier— 
the skirmish fire of a weil arranged battle. 
Collector Robertson has been equally reti- 
cent, but his relations with the administra- 
tion haye not been cordialat anytime. It 
ig said upon good authority that after he had 
recommended the appointment of a man to 
be chief weigher atthe customhouse. Secre- 
tary Folger refused to confirm or reject the 


appointment, but asked thatit be withdrawn. 
This the collector would not 
do, and for six months the 
business of the government was hantpered 
by a deadlock. The president, from his own 
experience as collector, finally recognized 
that Robertson was right, and that the ad- 
ministration could not sustain itself. Then 
Mr. Folger yielded. The affair left bad blood. 
Collector Robertson, while refusing to talk 
with reporters, does not hesitate to say for 
ublication that he believes Mr. 
laine can carry New York. A 
eustomhouse employe, speaking of Rob- 


ertson’s reticence, said to-day: ‘He?’ wil] 


speak out atthe propertime, We all recog- 
nize that Arthur has made a better president 
than would have been possible had he kept 
up old associations. Butitisa question of 
what is best for the republican party, 
Arthur is our weakest man, and it would not 
do te nominate him. He could not carry 
New Yorkor Ohio. In the same vein was 
the talk of of Carroll k. Smith, editor of the 
Syracuse Journal, lest evening, when he 
said he must be a madman who talks 
about Arthur carrying New York. 
It would be another Folger campaign. The 
recent committee meeting was managed very 
carefuliy, with the intention of concealing 
differences over presidential candidates. Mr. 
Arthur’s friends were not ready to disclose 
his strength, and the opposition was not 
ready to speak out. But ea close canvass 
among the members as to sentiment in the 
localities, indicated, beyond question, that 
fully one-third the New York delegates will 
be opposed to Arthur. Blaine is the leading 
choice of the opposition, with Logan and 
Kdmunds frequently mentioned. 


IN THE TWO HOUSES, 


Morrtsen’s Tariff Mill Introduced In the Nouse—iIn 
the Senate. 

Wasuinoton, March 11.— In the senate bills 
were introduced and appropriately referred 
as follows: By Mr. Miller, of New York, pro- 
viding forthe suspension of the coinage of 
the standard silver dollar for two years, and 
the issue of oneand two-dollar treasury notes. 
In introducing this Mr. Miller said it was ap- 
proved on New York chamber of com- 
merce. e sent at-the same time a petition 
from that body praying the passage of the 
bill. At the conclusion of the morning busi- 
ness the senate at 1 o’clock wet into execu- 
tive session on the Mexican treaty. 

After four hours consideration the senate 
to-day ratified the Mexican treaty by a vote 
of 41 to 21.

The debate which preceded the vote is de- 
scribed as devoid of incident and unprodtct- 
ive of results, the senators having long since 
formed their opinions in favor of or against 
the treaty. Mr. Gibson, of Louisiana, was 
the firstand longest speaker, and was, of 
course, against the treaty on the ground that 
it admits free sugar in competition with the 
chief staple ef his state. Messrs, Joras, 
Conger and others spoke qgainst the treaty, 
and Coke, Miller, of California, and one 
or two more senators made short speeches 
in supvort of if, During the day 
several amendments were offered, voted upon 
and fost. Among them were two by Senator 
Jones, the first adding meat products, wheat 
and flour, and the other adding cotten and 
cotton goods, to the list of exportable articles 
and one by Mr. Morrill, fixing a lower limit 
to the grade ofsugar which might be im- 
ported. 

The senate confirmed the nomination of 
W.F.Fitzgerald, of Mississippi, to be associate 
justice of the supreme courtof Arizona, The 
doors were reopened at 5:20 and the senate 
immediately adjouxied. 

IN THE HOUSE 

Liv the house, unter eall of committees, re- 
ports were submitted by Mr. Hammond, fa- 
vorably, from the judiciary committees, for 
the payment of $35,000, to the state of Geor- 
gia’ for money expended by that state for the 
commen defense in 1777. Mr. Mosrrion repor- 
ted favorably, for the ways and means com- 
mittee, a bill to reduce the import duties and 
war tariff taxes—the new tariff bill—accom- 
panied with a written report. Mr. McKinley 
submitted the views of the minority and the 
house then went into committee of the whole 
on the postoftice appropriation, bill, general 
debate to be limited to three hours, 

The bill was read through section by sec- 
tion, and pending a motion to increase the 
amount appropriated for postmasters, the 
committee.rose. A bill was passed permit- 
ting the admission to the American registry 
otany foreign vessel, which has been either 
wrecked or damaged within the navigable 
waters of the United States, oron the high 
seas, provided the vessel ‘shall haye been

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CONFESSED OUT OF REVENGE, 


A Dying Horse Thief Clears Up the Mystery of a 
Murder Committed Years Ago. 


Port Huron, Mich., March 11.-—-Early in 
December of 1881 the body of William Phil- 
lips, a cattle dealer of Allerton, lowa, was 
found in a field near Lexington, Mich. He 
had evidently been murdered, as the head 
was crushed in and the pockets rifled. A 
watch and chain belonging to Phillips were 
found in the possession of James Dixon, a 
helper of the murdered man, and he was ar- 
rested. Dixon committed suicide without 
revealing anything. David Pickard was ar- 
rested for horse-stealing last summer, and 
while in jail here admitted that he knew 
something of the murder of Phillips. He 
was sent to Jackson penitentiary, aud while 
there confessed that he, James Dixon, and 
Joseph A. Nealy, ex-marshal of Lexington, 
had committed the crime securing abont 


$1,600 and the watch and chain 
found in Dixon’s possession. The 
murdered man was on  =his way 


from Chicago, where he had solda drove of 
cattle, and Dixon drove to the station to 
meet him on his return. On their way home 
they were waylaid by Nealey and Pickard, 
the former of whom crept up behind Phillips 
and struck Lim on the head with a canvass 
bag filled with lead. Dixon then struck the 
prostrate man a blow with a club, which he 
had concealed in the buggy, after which they 
placed the body ia the field where it was 
found. Pickard avho is dying of consump- 
tion, claims he was detected in his last crime 
through the agency of Nealey, and takes this 
means of getting revenge. Nealey 18 now 
underarrest. He fought in the war and lost 
an arm, and draws a pension under his right 
name of Joseph Ellis.

A CLOSED QUESTION, 


Growing Opposition te Tariff Legislation at the 
Preaent Session —Leuders of the Mevement. 
Special to The Constitution, 

WasHineton, March 11.—The house lost 
some pretty talk the other day by cutting 
off the incipientstruggle over the wool tariif 
between Mr. Converse and Mr. Hind. Both 
are among the best speakers in congress and 
both had prepared for the occasion. The 
circumstances which shut the door on 
them were significant beyond 
the mere loss of fine speeches. They furnish- 
ed the best evidence given yet that no tariff 
legislation can be accomplished this session. 
Mr. Randall favors the restoration of the old 
duty on wool but he led the parliamentary 
skirmish which started off the Converse bill. 
For once he and Mr. Morrison stood together 
in the consideration of a tariff question 
but they were actuated by different motives, 
I have several times asked Mr. Randall for 
an expression of his views on the Morrison 
bill, and he has uniformly declined to express 
himself. Hesays he means to define his 
position very clearly on the floor of the house 
at the proper time, and that he prefers not 
sospeak now. ‘Iwill say, however,’ he 
Jecently remarked, ‘‘that I am confident 
there will be no tariff bill passed at this ses- 
tion. I don’t think there will be any need 
for one if we make proper reductions in the 
internal revenue.” 

Mr. Randall,when congress first met, open- 
ly declared that he would consider any tariff 
ggitation at this time unfortu- 
nate for the democratic party in the 
doubtful states. He still expresses the same 
views and may be relied on to doallin his 
power to defeatthe Morrison bill. Hus opin- 
ion that the tariff should not be opened at all 
was the reason of his opposing the considera- 


tion of the Converse bill. ‘The test of 
the strength of the low tariff 
men who demand instant reform 


andan appeal tothe county on a revenue 
platform is almost at hand. The Morrison 
bil will surely be antagonised by a minority 
report declairing against any tariff legislation 
at this time. I believe fifty demoerats will 


vote for such a_ proposition. Forty 
democratic votes against the Morrisom 
bili will kill it. It seems to me 


that every day makes clearer the impossibility 
of any tariff legislation at this session. The 
discussion of the question in sharp conflict of 
the two diverse democratic opinions is now 
unavoidable, but the cool, conservative men 
of the party hold the fate of the so-called re- 
form billion their bands. They thinkita 
bad measure for the present time and they 
will defeat it regardless of any merits it may 
possess. as a legislative measure. The open - 
tion to it will be led by Mr. Randall, Mr. 
Eaton, Mr, Curtin and Mr. Converse.

THE DANViLLE EVIDENCE, 


Coleone! Sims Continues His Evidence Under the 
Oreoes-Examinatien of Senator V ance, 


Waseinaton, March 11.—The cross exami- 
nation of Colonel W. E. Sims, by Senator 
Vance, in the Danville investigation tbis 
morning. was a longone, but much of it was 
arepetition and elaboration of the points 
already brought out. Colonel Sims, in answer 
to a series of inquiries, described the citrogm- 


stances under which he became the 
candidate of tbe readjusters for congress, 
He was asked if he was not, 


up to 1882, a candidate for political honors 
from the conservative party. He said, in 
substance, that there had been times when 
he would have accepted office at the hanc's of 
that party, but he had not taken the initia- 
tive in securing office. His friends 
asked him to become a candidate before the 
convention, and he had written a ietter for 
publication setting forth his sentiments. He 
hed no idea that theconvention would accept 
him as their candidate, entertaining sach 
sentiments Senator Vance produced and the 
witness identified the following letter: 
“Confidentia!.”"—Dear Clark: I write hur- 
riediy to remind you that. to-morrow is the 
day for the Dan River district to meet to ap- 
point delegates at Shepbard’s store. 
Go down by all means and have yourself and 
any others you can influence, appointed dele- 
gates to go to Martinsvilleon the Sist. Dr. 
Williams will be there, moving heaven acd 
earth for Cobell. Get yourself andthe men 


you can “Yi appointed if*possibie. Don't 
try togetall, but getas many as you can. 


Try to have old man Shelton appointed. I 
bave not tried to get a delegate in Dan 
river, butthink youcan work some ip by 
proper mrnagement. If Jack Clark is for me, 
or against Cobell, get him to goto Brossville 
to morrow, and work with Jim Collie and 
other friends there, and if he is 
not for me, don’t saya word to him. The 
meetings are adveriised for three o'clock. 
You had better be on hand sooner. Conceal 
vour purposes as far as possible. Yours truly, 
W. E. Sims.” 

Witness said, by way of comment, that he 
had known his en to do many mean. 
and dirty things, but never before to get 
session of and publish a private letter marked 
confidential which, he would conceal. In 
respect to the acts of violence threatened and 
perpetrated by the colored men, witness pos- 
sessed no knowledge except in two instances, 
In both of these he volunteered to 
prosecute the offenders, and did so. In respect 
to the witness's Danville speech he admitted 
that he incidentally called them (the signers 
of the circular) liars, and iocidentally called 
them cowards, but he didn’t apply these 
epithets to the signers individually by name. 
Witness read over the names of the signers of 
the Danville circular, and with some hesita- 
tion gave his opinion of those he knew. The 
majority were fairly honorable men in the 
ordinary meaning of the term, but they 


thought in accerdance- with the cu 
rent sentiment that they were 
doing good service in preventing 


the negro from voting. If churchmen this 
was a part of their creed. They would be for 
political ends, doing evil that good might 
come. These men were exponents of the 
prevalent public sentiment. They thought 
great injustice was done them when the yote 
was given to the colored men. 

Senator Vance asked if strong imputations 
had not been made against witness's own 
character. 

Witness replied there was nothing until he 
became a readjuster. Some discussion arose 
with regard to the propriety of questioning 
the witness on this point. Senator Vance 
said that when his own  witnésses 
were called, it was probable this witness's 
character would be attacked. Witness re- 
joined that all he wanted was the privilege 
of questioning any one who brought charges 
against his personal character. Witness 
said: I don’t assail the persona) integrity or 
truthfulness ofany man, I have spoken of 
here, except in connection with these politi- 
cal matters, and as I tell you I think the 


sentiment of those people 
there is that they are jus- 
tifiable in telling any mean ili 


or doing any mean dirty little thing for po- 
litical ends. 

Senater Vance— Well, you cannot describe a 
much lower state of society if that is true. 

Witness—I can’t help that, sir. Witness 
admitted, in reply to inquiries, that he knew 
some of the men in the crowd to whom. his 
remarks would give offense, were men of 
pluck, He did not, however, suppose the 
would shoot anybody else for what he said. 
Speaking of the condition of affairs in Dan- 
ville, on Sunday, November 4th, to which 
witness had referred in a note to the governor 
as follows: “The town is in_ control 
of an armed mob,”’ witness said that armed 
men were nominally in charge of the town 
sergeant, but some of the squads of police 
were undercommand ofthe most active of 
the rioters the day before. 

In answer to Senaior Sherman witness said 
so far as he knew and believed not one of the 
signers of the Danville circular would tella 
lie for personal gain. They were inspired by 
what might be called political fanaticism,

Kukiuxing o Blaine Negre—A Thief’s Werk—In the 
Courts.

Macon, March 11.—There has been in 
Macon several days a negro named Ashburn, 
of Richmond, Va., whose ostensible ousiness 
in the city was for the purpose of forming a 
co operative stock or store company. The 
politicians hereabouts are supporters of 
Arthur, and they imagined that Ashburn 
had come here as an emissary of Blaine, and 
regarded him with no very greatfavor. This 
morning Ashburn received a postal card from 
some unknown source, having the picture of 
a coffin on it, and words warning him to 
leave the place within twenty-four hours, 
Tke handwriting on the postal is said to re- 
semble very much the chirography ofa weli- 
known negro of this city, who holds a govern- 
ment position. 

The di:s2nsion among the white and black 
re,ublicans of Bibb continues to increese 
and grow stronger. Last night they held pow- 
wows in the various wards of the city and 
the militia districts of the county to elect 
delegates to the county convention to be held 
to-morrow to choose delegates to the district 
convention at Forsyth next April to elect 
delegates to Chicago. White ofliceholders 
were present at the meeting lest night who 
had never before attended negro meetings 
in this city. The Long: Dis- 
raon faction brought them out and forced

Judge Olarke Refers to Some Recent Newrpaper 
Rtatemente. 

Epitors CONSTITUTION:—In your issue of ih 
instant, under the caption of court chronicics, ibe 
following appears, ielative to procee<i: gsiu me 
city court:

upon by some one who with or without 
knowledge, gave him false information. In ihe 
first place, it isa legal impossibility for the judge 
to cail the entire docket, and to dispose of civil 
cases of “long standirg.’’ 

The 24th of thie present month is during the 
March term of the city court. The March term was, 
by the organization of the court. for the trlal of 
criminal cases exclusively, and that has only beea 
modified by subsequent legislation, SO 
as to permit the trial of civil cases, where 
there was at the preceding December term, 
the consent of both parties in writing, aud enter 
ed en the minutes, Therefore Judge Dorsey could 
not if he would. try any civil cases except such as 
are for trial, by such written consent. By an ex- 
amination of thetrial calendar, I find there are 
only four cases on the civil docket, that can be 
tried during the March term; and the oldest of 
these, except one, was returned tothe December 
term, 1882. The excepted case was returned to 
Juneterm, 1875. The bench docket will show 
that by consent of both parties that case bas been 
calledand continued every term since it was rire 
for trial. Hence, even though there might be 
cases of longstanding on the docket, Judge Dor- 
sey cannot try them at the March term. 
But really, here are very few such 
which have any vitality in them. ‘Tbe most num- 
erous cases of long standing are against persons 
who have been adjudged bankrupts, and since 
such adjudication could not be tried. These like- 
wise have been called and continued every term 
by consent of both sides. The counsel on neither 
side, nor the officers of court, have made any 
motion or presented any reason why they should 
be tried or erased from the docket. Including 
these, there are very few cases open on the docket 
pack of June term, 1852. All such have been reg- 
ularly called’ and continued by censent of 
parties, or on legal showing. From what I know 
of them, the parties and counsel, there are very 
few of these thatever will be tried. At auy rate 
they cannot be tried at this, the March term. That 
they have not been tried heretofore is no fault of 
mine,forl havedonemy duty by them at every 
term. Counsel and parties on both sides, will ; 
sustain mein the assertion, that every case on the | 
civil docket ripe for trial has been called by me at 
every term,and if nottried no blame attaches to 
me. Thatthere are comparatively few civil cases 
of all sorts not finally disposed of back of June term 
Is82, is conclusive proof, that there can be no just 
complaint of long standing cases, Among 
cases open on the docket old or new, are several 
where the labor of a trial have been once or twice 
undergone, and the juries failed to agree, The 
‘riminal business was in the hands of the state 
attorneys Mr. Van Epps or Mr, Ellis. Every case 
thatcould be has been trie|, There were no com- 
plaints ofa want of trial from defendants or others, 
and the jail has been cleared once or twice every 
month. On that side of the court practically, 
there can be no case, capable of being tried, of long 
stauding. It is impracticaole here to 
go ino details in reference to the 
business of the city court, but there are 
the dcckets tospeak for themselves. They will 
compare favorably with that of any other court in 
the state. Indeed, 1 doubtif thereisanother court 
with heavy business can make sogooda showing. 
There goes tothe supreme court from the city 
court direct, as Many cases as goes fromeach of 
one-haif the circuits in this state, consisiing as they 
do of many counties, Even this fact does not give 
a proper idea of its labor, forofthe four hundred 
criminal cases perannum, there are very few de- 
fencauts who have the pecuniary ability to take 
their cages there even if of sufficientimportance. In 
view of the facts | have stated if my official conduct 
is to undergo scrutiny I should be entitled 
totcommendation instead of censure, and hence 
how itis thatany one should give your reporter 
such information as he has reported, I cannot con- 
ceive without attributing it to some unworthy mo- 
tive, which lam always reluctantto do. But this 
ismot all. I wish it was, for this defense is work 
and worry which in strict justice only,I should have 
been spared. Ali my time and strength are neces- 
sary for my private and professional business in the 
effort to reestablish a practice after eight years on 
the bench. Even ajustenemy should scorn to do 
me such injustice. 

Itis further said‘ta number of business men have 
been accustomed to sicure excuse from jury duty 
for trivial reasons, fome going so far as even to send 
a noite anvuouncing they were busy and covld not 
attend. ’ If possible, there is less truth in this charge 
than in the other. i have invarlanly required the 
personal attendance of a juror to render his excuse. 
sometimes there were circumstances like his sick- 
ness, absence from the county or state, or other 
emergency. whicb made it impossible for him to 
attend. In these other cases I have received notes 
containing physician‘s certificates or other evi- 
dence, because they prevented the unnecessary im- 
position of fines upon jurors who could not attend. 
If & juror is too sick or too deaf to serve, or ex- 
empt by iaw, and claims his exemption, a just 
judge has no discretion, and must excuse him. As 
to business excuses, 1 have recognized but three. 
One, is where the juror is the only person eugaged 
about his busivess, so that his store or workshop 
must beclosed if he serves on the jury. Another 
is where the juror superintends a number of labor- 
ers, and his presence is necessary to keep them in 
work, aud at work. Yet another, is where the em- 
ployment isin its nature a public one, such as ed- 
itors and publishers, and bank cashieis and tellers, 
whose places cannot be supplied. 

I know there are some lawyers and some judges 
who say no business excuse should be recognized, 
but lam constrained to differ from them. In a 
commercial and manufacturing community like 
Atlanta, where s0 many aro literally dependent 
upon ‘their daily labor for their daily bread,’”’ and 
where there are so many enterprises requiring skill- 
fuland intelligence superintendence, I do not 
believe the iaw - requires that such men 
should suffer pecuniary damage by having to 
serve every year four weeks in the superiér and 
four weeks in the city court if they 
should beso often required. I have had cases 
where the juror would lose nis employment, if he 
had to be absent from ita week, and cases where 
the juror would have to failin his contract to com- 
plete a work, acd'cases where the $1 per day was 
so much less than the juror was earning, that a 
week from his labor would so much. decrease his 
wages that it would take him a month or more to 
get even, if he ever could, 

“If there are ‘trivial reasons’’ the change is true, 
but what reasonable and impartial man will so 
say 
_ The greates: difficulty in procuring good jurors 
isoverlooked. Thre law isin itself defective. It 
fails to give the jud e the power requisite to com 
pel te attendance of jurors. Some of the judges 
have tried to remedy this by exceeding the powers 
underthelaw. I have never felt authorized to 
exercise a power not given me by the lew. In an 
issue with a juroron such an exercise the judge 
would come off ‘second best,”’ and that would not 
be good for the judge and the. successful adminis. 
trauion of his office. Seeing this defect, I drew a 
bill toremedy it. It was introduced in the legis- 
lature, but it failed to become a law. 
In that I did my duty, and {ts failure to become a 
law, cannot be attributed tome, The traverse or 
trial jurors in the city court, since there has been a 
particular selection of, and a separate box for, 
grand jurors, average better than in the superior 
court. ‘Lhis obliged to be so, because the ju 
box of the tity court contains the names of gran 
as well as petit jurors, while the traverse jurors of 
the superior court are drawn exclusively from the 
petit jury box. Then, in the city comt 
the talesmenfre often selected exclusively from 
the grand jury list Complaintef the city court*on 
this ground, not made against the supe ior court 
ismerely imaginary, or comes of that sort of in, 
justice which is the legitimate child of prejudice 
oqaingt Be apart os the judge.

Cyclones, Their Frequency, Ete. 

Doubt and uncertainty are painful to the human 
nind. From these it seeks relief, oftimes in hastily 
formed opinions, sometimes in dogmas, more rarely 
in demonstrations. Itis very partial to short and 
easy methods of explaining strange or mysterious 
occurrences, What, for instance, is more difficult 
{o grasp than the changes of the weather, what is 
easier than to refer them to the changes of the 
moon’ That satelliteturns the same face to the 
earth ail the time. Man has never seen but 
one haif of its surface, and that half is always the 
same half. Some times the sun doesnot shine 
upon that half at all, when in Coprjunc- 
ion, sometimes upon the edge of it only, 
(mew moon,)and sometimes upoau the whole of it 
(fall moon). And yet these small and varying 
qualities of the sun’s heat, light reflected from the 
=oon, are accounted adequate to explain the oc- 

nee of rains, storms, frosts, growth of plants, 
shrinkage of meat, making of soap, ete. The sun, 
flooding the earth with heat aud light, is set aside 
for the pale visitor of the shadowy night, when a 
white object becomes a ghostand ablaex stump a 
bear. ‘Ine sun does: not change, the“moon 
does, and change is the nexus betWeen cause aud 
effect. 

The theolosica} lect ignores secondary or 
PproxXimete Causes, B1 d refers strange pbelbomeha 
directly to divine agency—"’God produced them,”’ 
itsays. Thisis pericctly true in & Certain sense, 
but stopping there, shuts off all investigation. God 
made the rainbow and setitinthe Heaveus asa 
token that his wrath was appeased, but surely he 
will not be angry with us if we study the nature of 
light and its reflectious and refractions ip the rain 
drops; which reflectionsand refractious in bis hand 
paint the gorgeous arch upon the canvas 
of the sky. 

Another class, less deyout perhaps than the 
theologian, refer ajl unusual puenomena to those 
forcesin nature which are least understood, and 
are most wrap ped in mystery. The ebscurity,which 
veils these forces from theireyes, enhances their 
power and enlarges theirdomain. With these per- 
sons electricity and magnetism are the overshadows 
ing forces of wuature; electricity is the Jupiter 
Tonans Of the earth and as wellas of the heavens. 
Its power is wonderfuland many of the phenomena 
of nature are wonderful also, why should not the 
wouderful begetthe wonderful. Wonder is the 
nexus between cause and effect, 

A third class, men of science proper, pursue an 
exactly opposite course. They attempt first of all 
to explain every new or obscure occurrence by 
reference to the best known forces of nature; only 
after the effects of these are exhausted, is the pos 
sibility of new and hitherto unknown causes en- 
tertained For the last three hundred years they 
have patiently and systematically studied the prop- 
erties Of matterand the forces which control it. 
They have perfected methods of investigation and 
invented appliances; the work of one generation 
transmitied to the next has been added to 
and perfected. Every problem which 
arises, is brought before a court, composed of all 
investigators oflike problems, and is thoroughly 
sifted. The rules of evidence are strictly enforced ; 
nature is questioned and cross-questioned by ob-

and the facts. 

Now, the basis of all systematic investigation of 
natural phenomena is a clear conception of, and 
abiding iaith in, the stability of nature, If nature 
were capricious no rules of action could be de- 
duced. But thereis a deep seated corsciousness 
thatshe isnot. Experience is wholly against it. 
Every one’s personal observation leads him to an 
opposite conciusion. The seasons fellow each 
other in orderly . snecession; so do 
day and night; the moon changes from 
new to full,ana from fullto new again with un- 
failing regularity; the tides ebb and flow; the acorn 
produces the oak, andthe oakin turn forms the 
acorn; the properties of gold, silver, iron, lead, 
liu and copper have notchanged within the mem- 
ory or record of men. But some things in nature 
are Variable; such as the mean temperature or the 
mean rainfall of agiven month in ¢ifferent years, 
the frequency of storms, and hundreds of othersof 
like character. And just assoon as the elemen: 
of variability is admitted, some men 
Jose their grasp on the idea of uniformity 
in nature; they do not stop to inquire whether the 
variation is or is not restricted within certain lim- 
iis, a8 the sweep of a pendulum from one end of 
itt arc to the other; or the apparent course of the 
sun from its summer to its winter solstice and back 


ing in the heavens. They loose their anchor and 
their rudder and are swept by the wiuds of fancy 
or speculation, A great droughtora very cold win- 
ter Or a& very hotsummer,.indizates that the 
seasons have radically changed Repeated cyclones 
point tosome new forcein nature, or it may be 
some new element in the atmosphere. Should sev- 
eral unusual phenomena cecur about the same 
period, the deeper the conviction grows that they 

are beyond the pale Of recognized forces or laws. 
Tais line of thought has been suggested by the 
remark of your correspondent of the 28th of 
February: ‘I cannot help believing that the world 
is just how undergoing radical atmospheric 
changes, and the implications that cy- 
clones are more numerous than formerly in 
consequence thereof. The sugzestion strikes usas 
hasty. Science has detected as yet no changes in 
the order or Constitution of nature, during the last 
three thousand years,except some slow, secular 
changes, Which asa rule tending in certain direc- 
tions for a long series of years finally cu)minate in 
an equal opposite movement, and thus preserve @ 
constantmean. Astronomical evidence, based on 
observations far back in -the past, demoa 
strate that the force of gravitation has 
not varied a haii’s breadih ia 
its nature ormodeof action from avery remote 
antiquity. The bulk of reliable scientific records 
extends back, it is true, only about three bundred 
years, but these give us no hint of “radical

felled the forests, and bas given free 
winds, has laid bare the surface of the earth to 
sup, and again, as a consequence of this, the uni- 
formity of climates has been decreased, floods in 
rivers, beat in summer and coid in winter 
have been increased—probably also the 
frequency and= violence of storms. But these 
several phenomena are produced now by the same 
forces, and these forces act exactly in the same 
manner that they did when the forests were undis- 
turbed by the savage, and we must exhaust their 
agency before we call in something new. 

Whether cyclones are more numerous than form- 
erly, is a question of fact which cannot be decided 
in the absence of authentic records. That a greater 
number have swept over Georgia, dur- 
ing the last ten, then during 
the preceding twenty or thirty years, is very proba- 
bly true; but they may be frequent in one decade, 
and then many decades may pass before they are 
repeated again. In other words, they may occur 
in groups at long intervals, This is not stated as a 
fact, but as a possibility.

Clarke.J.—-1. If verdict is so completely 
foreign w and unsupported by the pleadings 
as to be utterly void, it is unnecessary to be 
reviewed or reversed by bill of review; if not 
it is good until set aside. 

2 Where a bill was filed to establish the 

liability of a trust estate for a debt, and the 
answer denied that the debt was due by the

months. The movemencs of merchandise 
are moderate inamount. The price of cotton 
remains below what the size of the crop 
would seem to point out, So it is all throuch 
the markets. There is a fair amount of 
business at smal! profits, both the volume of 
business and the rate cf profits showing a‘de- 
crease. gut the decrease is not large; there 
are no signs of panic in the air, and altogeth- 
er the outlook is hopeful to all who patiently 
wait. The business that is transacted is 
wholly healthful, and if the crops of the 
present year are large,we may witness a boom 
in the last months of it—certainly not sooner. 

The outflow of gold alarms nobody. It is 
chiefly artificial, and we can spare ail that 
the bears can afford to send across the ocean. 
If Kuropean buyers of our surplus stocks of 
breadstuffs and provisions should appear the 
scene would quickly change. There are heavy 
stocks of wheat and pork in the western cities, 
and both New York and New Orleans holda 
great dealofcotton. Oncelet exports of these 
articles spring up,we will hear no more of gold 
exports; but at present buyers and sellers dis- 
egree very much asto prices. Such a differ- 
ence can only be settled by time. 

The situation in the cotton states is hopeful. 
The farmers will put all the seed in the 
ground that the nature of the planting season 
will admit of,and at the centers of trade there 
is a feeling of confidence in the future. The 
growthofour manufacturing interests and 
the development of our mineral resources are 
reducing the number of pessimists in the 
south toa minimum. The south is hopeful, 
content and busy. :

WATER M&BTERS. 

In Massachusetts, as well as in Atlanta, the 
necessity of furnishing water by measure is 
becoming imperative. Economy and justice 
to taxpayers who have to foot the pumping 
and carrying bills call for the measurement 
of water consumed. In Massachusetts there 
is of course no objection to the plan, but 
there is considerable doubt as to which is the 
best meter, and a public test is proposed— 
& competitive trial under circumstances 
that render corruption impossible. 
The matter is before the 
Massachusetts legislature. It is asserted 
that the meter adopted by the city of Boston 
has by no means the best record, anditisa 
question whetherany meter before the pub- 
lic is infallible. This subject is of special 
interest in this city, because our largest con- 
sumers are hereafter to be supplied by meas- 
urement. Either our water commissioners 
orcouncilshould investigate the subject far 
enough to ascertain what meters are the surest 
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presumed,that if be runs for president the 
loudest talkers among them will take the 
stump in his favor and dosome loud cack- 
ling.

Garfield was nominated on the 36th ballot, 
and the 5th day of the Chicago convention of 
i880.

The following is another account of tco-day’s 
tragedy: Ex United States Marshal Edward 5, 
Wheat was shot twice and killed by Wm. Spence, 
his father-in-law, at twenty five minutes past eight 
oO clock this morning, as was in the act of 
crossing College sireet in front 
the Merchants exchange Spence 
followed Wheat for more then two $b! @ 
called to Wheat once, and the latter turned his 
head, bunt did notsioyor reply. spence overtook 
bim ou the street crossiag and fired the first and 
aias shot into Wheat's back, ihe bullet penetrating 
he heart Wheat -feii on his back on 
the crossing in frout of the exchange. pence 
walked around him and fired asecond shot into 
his breast, the builet shatiering the watch in his 
Vest pocket, and entering his body 
between the seventh and cighth rib 
W eat groaned after the first shot, but never spoke 
and. died almostinustently. The body was immedi 
ately removed to an undertakers and an ia 
quest held. A verdict was reudered in 
accordance with the @bove facts. I1t declared that 
ithe murder was malicious and unprovoked. After 
firilug the second shot Spence made a remark which 
was understood to be to the effect that Wheat had 
choked him, Spence was immediately taken into 
eustody, and bis pistol, aself cocking Smith 
and Wessou, with two barrels discharged, 
and all others loaded, was taken 
from him bya policeman, and he was committed 
te jail underabench warrant. The trouble is 
8aid to have originated from a busines: dispute of 
some years standing. Wheat was 43 years oid, and 
Spence is 65, Wheat was a native of 
Michigan. He was the captain of 
a Michigan battery, and afierward gcolonel of a 
cavalry regiment in the federal service in the late 
war. He was appointed United States marshal 
under President Grant’s administration, At the 
time of bis death he wasa member of the firm of 
Buford, Thcmas & Co., of this 
city. He leaves a widow and two sons 
aged respectfully 17 and 15. Spence was Wheat’s 
immediate predecessor as United Sates marshal. 
He was Opposed in 1875 by Judge Emmons, aud 
then appointed fora term of four years by Presi: 
dent Grant. Wheat served as deputy marshal under 
Spence. No weapon of any kind was found on 
Wheat's person at the inquest.

Mrs. May 
made as good a helpmate as she did a society 
lady, and for the first time in_his life May 
found himself happy and satisfied. But their 
dream of bliss was destined to be one 
of short duration, and yesterday the 
awakening came. May’s first wife made no 
effort to recover or find him from the time of 
their separation until since his marriage with 
Miss Chamberlin. Of this marriage she in 
some way ascertained as is evidenced by the 
telegram received by Captain Crim yesterday. 

May’s arrest was a source of great dissatis- 


faction to his friends yesterday, and 
during the morning a itarge num- 
ber visited him in his cell. 
Mr. Chamberlin, his second wife’s father, 


was among the visitorsandin ashort while 
he employed Mr. Findley and Mr. Gray, at~- 
torneys, to swear outa habeas corpus writ.

May was taken back to the city prison 
where spent the night. ‘The officers look for 
his faiher-in-law No. 1 to-day when the ques- 
tion of whosehusband am I will be setiled.
